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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments traversing the outstanding 
claim rejections have been fully considered but are not persuasive. As to arguments regarding the claim rejection under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 
what is missing from applicant's disclosure is a clear connection between any of the structures of the extensibility controlling means (e.g. 
topsheet alone or with other components), any specific material used in the fabrication of the control means and the recited inhibition of 
extension of the chassis layer. The disclosure provides no guidance to one of ordinary skill in the art on where to begin when constructing 
the extensibility control means, i.e. what material to choose and whether to employ only the topsheet or the topsheet and additional 
components of the article. It is the examiner's position that, because more than one variable or structural feature is responsible for the 
recited property of inhibition of the chassis layer, one of ordinary skill in the art would not be able to make or use the invention according to 
the disclosure as originally filed. 

As to arguments regarding the claim rejections under 35 U.S.C. 1 03, Nakahata discloses an elastic waist feature identical in structure, 
composition (I.e. it is an elastic material) and function to that disclosed by the applicant. When this is the case, while Nakahata does not 
disclose the recited inhibition of the chassis layer explicitly, one of ordinary skill in the art can reasonably expect that the waist feature either 
already possesses an ability to inhibit the chassis layer in the manner claimed and therefore the limitation with regard to inhibition of the 
chassis layer is unpatentable. 

In light of the lack of persuasive arguments overcoming the outstanding claim rejections, the reply is not entered. 
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
